Prosecutor Robert N. Burgunder 
said Pierce, vice president and gen- 


.eral manager of the loan associa- 


tion and president and treasurer 
of the Washington Loan and Mort- 
gage Corporation, had confessed to 
the charges and would plead guilty. 

The State Director of Efficiency, 
Harry C. Johnson, announced the 
loan association would not open its 
doors today, The association, which 
reported assets of $4,270,594 the 
first of the year. has been on a 
notice basis, postponing with- 
drawals, since the failure of the 
Puget Sound Savings and Loan As- 
sociation here in February.

Mother Ship Waiting at 
Fairbanks, Alaska—Will 
Cross Bering Sea for Sec- 
ond Transfer of Supplies.

SEATTLE, Wash., July 8.—The 
Postal Telegraph reported that at 
9:30 a. m. the Seattle-Tokio air- 
plane was sighted over Prince 
George, B. C.,°450 miles north of 
Seattle. The machine was to leave 
the Fraser River at this point and 
fly northwest to Hazelton, B. C. 

The plane passed over Vander- 
hoof, 75 miles north of Prince 
George, at 9:35, flying northwest.

SEATTLE, Wash., July 8.—A 
projected 5100-mile nonstop refuel- 
ing flight from Seattle to Tokio got 
under way at 3:57 a. m. today 
when Reg L. Robbins and H. ¥. 
Jones, Texas airmen, took off in 
quest of a $25,000 prize offered by 
a Japanese newspaper.

TRIBESMEN CAPTURE PLANE 


Fate of German Mail Pilots in Mon- 
golia Unknown.

SHANGHAI, July 8. — Mon- 
golian tribesmen are reported to 
have captured a mail plane operat- 
ed by the Eurasia Corporation be- 
tween Nanking and Berlin. The fate 
of two German pilots who were 
in the ship when it was forced 
down by bad weather on July 2 
has not been learned. 

Another of the company’s planes 
spotted the mail plane in the Mon- 
golian desert surrounded by tribes- 
men who opened fire when the 
searching plane swooped close to 
the ground. 


KILLED TESTING DIVING DEVICE 


Son of French Admiral Faints at 
Bottom of Toulon Bay.

TOULON, France, July 8.—Lieut. 
Paul Jehenne, son of « Admiral 
Jehenne, who commanded the 
French Marines at Dixmude, was 
suffocated today when experiment- 
ing with a new diving apparatus 
from the French submarine 
Calypso. 

As first officer of the vessel he 
went down to the bottom of the 
bay wearing the apparatus, faint- 
ed there, and died shortly after he 
was hauled to the surface.

If the flyers 
find favorable weather they will 
skirt the coast of Kamchatka pe- 
ninsula and then fly over the Ku- 
rile Islands to Japan. Otherwise 
they plan to journey around the 
Gulf of Anadyr and then fly down 
the coast, but keeping inland about 
100 miles. 

Robbins and Jones estimated it 
would take 15 to 17 hours to reach 
Fairbanks and about six more to 
get to Nome. 

May Seek Second Prize. 

Robbins and Jones will not be 
eligible to win the $25,000 put up 
by Seattle business men for a non- 
stop air trip between Seattle and 
Tokio, as they will be refueling 
outside a radius of 50 miles of the 
two cities. They said they might, 
however, install additional fuel 
tanks and try flying back again, 
nonstop, for the Seattle prize. 

The Fort Worth has a 225- 
horsepower Wright motor that has 
run 1200 hours. The plane is a 
Lockheed-Vega and has been flown 
550 hours. The flyers purchased 
it second hand. It has a cruising 
speed of about 95 miles an hour. 
The machine is not equipped with 
radio. 

Jones will do the navigating and 
Robbins the piloting, but the navi- 
gator will take the controls occa- 
sionally to rest Robbins. 

Food, water, charts, navigating 
instruments, blankets, life-saving 
rubber jackets, fishing tackle and 
a rifle were stored in the navi- 
gator’s compartment. 

The aviators’ food supply con- 
sisted of fried chicken and sand- 
wiches for two days and emergency 
rations, including beans, rice, tea, 
bacon and chocolate. Neither 
cigarettes nor cigars were carried 
as neither man smokes. 

Robbins and Jones have been 
“buddies” since 1929, when Rob- 
bins and the late Jim Kelly broke 
the refueling endurance flight rec- 
ord set by the army plane Ques- 
tion Mark. The success of that 
flight was largely due tothe 17 re- 
fueling contacts made by Jones 
from his own ship, piloted by K. 
K. Hoffman.

TOBE STARTED MUNDAY 


Traffic Relief Project at Wash- 
ington University to Cost 
$26,000. 


Construction of the $56,000 traf- 


fic circle at Skinker boulevard and | 


Lincell drive and the northwest 
corner of Forest Park and the main 
entrance of Washington University, 
will begin Monday. 


This will be the first traffic citcle 
built here, of a number that have 
been talkeq of. Engineers do not 
consider the small circle on the 
Lindell-Union viaduct a traffic de- 
vice. University Circle, as the new 
one may be called, will have a di- 
ameter of 280 feet, which is a size 
engineers believe to be adequate. 
Entering it will be Skinker from 
the north and south, Lindell from 
the east, Grand drive from the 
southeast and two one-way drives 
of the university campus. 

Car tracks in Skinker will g0 
straight through, while all vehicles 
will have to go around the circle. 
There will be an inner plot 126 
feet in diameter, in which the 
tracks will not be paved and the 
remainder of which will be planted 
with grass and shrubbery. Its 
northern and southern ends will be 
elongated to guide vehicular traf- 
fic easily. An effort will be made 
to save a large elm tree now in this 
space. Adjoining this inner ring 
on the east and west will be 30--foot 
roadways for traffic moving north 
and south in Skinker. 

Between these and the outer 
roadways will be five-foot walks. 
The outer roadways will serve traf- 
fic turning from one thoroughfare 
into another. Left turns will be 
easy to make. While cables for 
future automatic signals will be in- 
stalled, it is planned to omit signals 
at first, in the belief they will not 
be required. 

By building the circle in seg- 
ments, traffic in Skinker will not 
be stopped during construction, W. 
W. Horner, chief city paving en- 
gineer. announced. He said traffic 
out of Lindell would be blocked for 
the first three weeks. Work will 
require about two and a half 
months, It will be paid for with 
bond funds. The city engineers 
had a difficult problem in grades 
to solve in laying out the circle, 
because of the slope of the land.

‘whatever estate was lIeft by State 


$32,942 was filed today 
Representative Joseph L. Lemon, 
who died last week, apparently 
having kept secret the name of the 
man who delivered to him $822,000 
of bonds stolen in the Grand Na- 
tional Bank robbery a year ago. 

Of the amount sought $26,353.80 
is for taxes and $6588.45 for pen- 
alties growing out of his failure to 
file a return of his income for the 
first five montbs of this year. 
Lemon received $140,000 from the 
Grand National Bank to pay a re- 
ward for the stolen bonds. iIt was 
understood he retained $15,000 for 
his services in making a successful 
underworld contact. The Govern- 
ment’s view is that Lemon's estate 
is responsible for the entire income 
tax since he died without inform- 
ing the Government to whom he 
paid $125,000. 

It is doubtful if the Government 
will collect more than a small part 
of the tax lien, as Lemon’s estate, 
with the exception of about $20,- 
000 insurance left to his wife, is 
negligible.

Decree by Government. 

Scarcely 12 hours after the Gere 
man concerns expressed willingness 
to underwrite jointly a 500,000,000 
marks long term loan to be bor- 
rowed abroad by the Gold Discount 
Bank, the Government issued its 
emergency decree Icgalizing such 
action. 

The decree reads: “Acting upon

By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, July 8.—Private 
wholesale dairy distributers were 
advised today the Farm Board 
would. not attempt to prohibit price 
reductions by competing co-opera- 
tives. 
Explaining the board “recognizes 
it is inevitable that some private 
businesses will be injured” through 
the agricultural marketing act, W. 
F. Schilling, a member, informed 
Senator Davis of Pennsylvania, pri- 
vate wholesalers have no alterna- 
tive than to meet the lower prices. 
Schilling added the only interest 
of the Farm Board in the busi- 
nees of co-operatives was that they 
conduct their business s0 as “to 
reasonably insure repayment” of 
loans made to them by the Gov- 
ernment. 
That attitude was expressed in a 
letter addressed to Davis in an- 
swer to a complaint of the P. E. 
Sharpless Co., Inc., Philadelphia 
dairy wholesalers, filed against the 
Land O'Lakes Creameries, Inc., 
Minneapolis, Minn. 

~ “Uncertain Credit Risks.” 

Charging that the Government, 
in effect, granted a subsidy to the 
Land O’Lakes co-operative through 
loans under the marketing act, M. 
S. Bradley, president of the Phila- 
delphia firm, accused the co-op- 
erative of “indiscriminate price 
cutting” and extension of credit to 
“uncertain credit risks,” in an ef- 
fort to increase its sales in the 
Philadelphia area. He predicted 
“tremendous losses from bad 
debts”. would follow as a result. 

Recalling a recent statement by 
Chairman Stone of the board, 
Bradley quoted him as saying the 
marketing act “specifically prohi- 
bits loans for the purpose of com- 
petition.” He charged Land 
O’Lakeg with violating the law in 
setting up distributing agencies in 
duplication of existing private mar- 
keting facilities. 

Schilling recalled the purpose of 
the marketing act to place agricul- 
ture on “an economic parity with 
industry” and said that while some 
businesses would be hurt “the 
board believes no private distri- 
buter of agricultural products has 
very much to worry about if he 
is performing a necessary service 
at a cost as low or lower than that 
service is being performed by the 
competing co-operative.” 

“Loans in Fact, Not Subsidies,” 

“The loans made by the board 
to co-operatives,’ he added, “are, 
in fact, loans and do not in any 
sense constitute a subsidy. 

“While I would not at this time 
care to enti. into a discussion of 
the methods and business practices 
of Land O'Lakes Creameries, Inc., 
you may rest assured that. the 
board ig fully aware of the man- 
date laid down upon it in the agri- 
cultural marketing act that asso- 
ciations to which it loans money 
must have a management and 
business policies of such character 
as to reasonably insure the repay- 
ment of the loan, 

“The board does not attempt to 
exercise a paternalistic control over 
the associations to which it loans 
money but it does, nevertheless, 
consult with them regarding their 
operations.”

Actually, the mere fact that the 
nation’s greatest firms have united 
to underwrite where necessary the 
foreign loans of individual com- 
panies or banks is expected to re- 
store the confidence of foreign 
lenders in the solvency of German 
business. 
Meanwhile, the gold discount 
bank must borrow the 600,000,000 
marks abroad, which presumably 
will not be difficult on the basis 
of the collateral guarantee. The 
same foreign banks who are un- 
willing to extend the short-term 
eredit of an individual company 
may be expected to take a different 
attitude toward the united seeurity 
of a thousand firms. 
Aid to Distressed Concerns. 
Having obtained the loan, the 
gold discount bank then could pro- 
vide credit assistance to German 
concerns temporarily distressed by 
the sudden calling of their short- 
term loans. Most important, how- 
ever, is the fact that, as soon as 
foreign lenders realize that Ger- 
man industry is upholding the in- 
tegrity of private debts, it is be- 
lieved they wil] cease calling their 
loans and capital will flow into 
Germany instead of out. 
Luther read a letter from the 
firms represented saying: ‘We 
hope now that the signing of the 
pact (Hoover year’s moratorium) 
by all the Powers concerned 
wilh furnish the basis for a sure, 
even though difficult, restoration.

Officer Saved

Admiralty Lord Tells Commons of Man Who

LONDON, July 8.—How a petty 
officer, Willis by name, saved the 
lives of himself and four others 
aboard the submarine Poseidon 
when it sank off Weihaiwei, China, 
was told in the House of Commons 
yesterday by A. V. Alexander, First 
Lord of the Admiralty. 

Willis, who was torpedo gunner’s 
mate, took charge of those in the 
fore compartment after the collij- 
sion with a Japanese steamer. Aid- 
ed by the ‘“‘magnificent behavior” of 
those with him, he freed six men, 
one of whom died afterward. from 
their ship 20 fathoms below the 
surface. 

The order, “Close watertight 
doors,” was given immediately. 
Willis called on the men with him 
to close the door of the compart- 
ment with themselves inside, Bulk- 
head had buckled, but the door 
eventually was closed, with only a 
slight leak. 

While the work was in progress, 
the ship lurched to starboard and 
gank by the bow. Electric lights 
were off and the only illumination 
was the occasional flare of an elec- 
tric torch.

The hospital will begin its work 
with a staff headed by Dr. Eugene 
A. Scharff, former City Hospital 
superintendent, a resident physician 
and three senior internes. The as- 
sistant superintendent will be John 
O. Steel, who formerly occupied 
that position at Missouri Baptist 
Hospital. The nursing staff of 18 
graduates will be headed by Mrs. 
Lelia Parrish, former assistant su- 
perintendent of nurses at City Hos- 
pital. Altogether the hospital will 
employ. 90 persons, and, when op- 
— at capacity, will employ 
125. 

Initial capacity will be 150 beds 
and 48 bassinets, of which 50 beds 
and 24 bassinets will be for Ne- 
groes. No provision is made for tu- 
bercular, contagious, mental, 
chronic or infirmary cases, and 
these will continue to be handled 
at other institutions. Kitchen and 
other service departments, how- 
ever, have been constructed on a 
scale to care for eventual addition 
of another 150 beds. 
Operation and maintenance, ac- 
cording to figures obtained from 
Superintendent Scharff and Coun- 
ty Clerk Walter Miller, will cost 
about $200,000 a year, of which 
half will go into payroll. Dr. 
Scharff’s salary is $5000 a year; 
Mrs. Parrish’s, $175 a month. Pay 
beds, at $3 to $8 a day, are expect- 
ed to provide an income of $80,000 
a year. 

To cover the rest of its expenses 
the hospital will have to depend 
on allotments froin gencral tax 
révenue, as a special hospital tax 
failed of passage in the last Legis- 
lature. Previously about $390,000 a 
year has been designated by the 
County Court to pay city institu- 
tions for the care of county charity 
paticnts, 

As itemized by County Clerk 
Milier, the 28-acre site cost $100,- 
000, construction $600,000, and 
equipment $300,000. |

INDICTED FOR KILLING 
HER HUSBAND 5 SLAYER 


1Nashville (Fenn.) Bootlegger’s 


Widow Accused of Attack 
on Liquor Dealer. 


By the Associated Pres. ~ 

NASHVILLE, Tenn, July 8.— 
Mrs. Hadley Moseley, widow of a 
bootlegger is under indictment for 
murder of Richard Acklen, news- 
paper reporter and bootiegger who 
claimed her as his sweetheart after 
he killed her Rusband in a dispute 
over liquor trade territory. 

Mrs. Wes Ingram, wife of a con- 
victed liquor thief and bank rob- 
ber, is charged in another first-de- 
gree murder indictment with pro- 
curing “the said Mary Moseley to 


‘do and commit the murder.” 


The indictments were returned 
yesterday after an investigation in- 
itiated by Acklen’s parents, Col. 
and Mrs. Joseph H. Acklen, who 
are active im organizations of de- 
scendants of revolutionary veter- 
ans, and whose ancestral home is 
now the main building of a girls’ 
college. 

The indictments are based large- 
ly on testimony of Mrs. Moseley’s 
8-year-old son, Hadley Jr., who 
said he saw his mother and Mrs. 
Ingram beat Acklen before a shot 
ended his life in the Moseley home 
on May 9, a few days before he was 
to go on trial for the murder of 
Moseley, 

Mrs. Moseley said she thought 
Acklen killed himself after she had 
refused to marry him. The suicide 
version was accepted by police. 

Mrs. Moseley and Mrs. Ingram 
Mra. Moseley was 
brought here from ‘Washington 
several days ago. After the indict- 
ments were returned she charged 
the testimony of her son resulted 
from “coaching.” 

Acklen killed Moseley last De- 
cember. He told police Moseley 
had theratened his life for cutting 
in on liquor trade. 


ILLINOIS DEMOCRATS STILL 
DEADLOCKED OVER JUSTICE 


Norman Jones Takes Lead From 

F. R. Dove; Decision Depends 

‘* on Madison County.

VANDALIA, [fll., July 8.—Dead- 
locked from the opening hour, the 
Democratic convention in session 
here to seleet a candidate to run 
for Supreme Court Justice in the 
Second Supreme Judicial District, 
today entered its second day of de- 
liberation with no compromise in 
sight.

A. Clay Williams of Pipe Coynty, 
13. Jt requires 113 to nominate. 

Nomination of either Judge Dove 
or Judge Jones today rested almost 
entirely with the strong Madison 
County delegation, which hag 41 
votes. The Madison County group 
has been steadfast in support of 
Judge Trares, but may be released 
by him if the deadlock threatens 
to break up the convention.

| IDENTIFIES COMET 


FROM PHOTOGRAPHIC 
PLATE 29 YEARS OLD 


Harvard Man’ Credited With 
‘Remarkable Feat” in An- 
nouncement. 


By the Associated Press. 
CAMBRIDGE, Mass., July 8.— 


Harvard observatory announced 
that L. E. Cunninghan: of its staff 
has completed what it terms “a 
remarkable feat’’ in the identifica- 
tion of a comet on the plates at 
the observatory. He identified a 
comet, recently found by Reinmuth 
‘of Heidelberg, on ~photographic 
plates taken in 1902, as the 
Schwassman-:Wachmann comet, 
which was discovered by astrono- 
mers at Hamburg in 1927. 

The . Schwassman-Wachmann 
comet is unusual in that its orbit 
has low eccentricity (0.14). It al- 
ways remains more thun half a 
billion miles from the sun, between 
the orbits of Jupiter and Saturn, 
and undergoes sudden variations 
in brightriess. Although the comet 
was first discovered in 1927. it 
bears the astronomical number 
1925-II, -because it was nearest the 


-sun in 1925—the second comet of 


that year to pass perihelion. The 
comet’s period (year) is 16 terres- 
tial years. : 

The brightness has been studied 
by Dr. Van Biesbrosck at the 
Yerkes Observatory who found 
that it changes suddenly. Early in 
the present year its brightness 
changed a hundred fold within a 
few days. No explanation for the

THE GOOSE AND THE GANDER. 

In reaching accord with the United States on the 
Hoover moratorium, France does more than meet 
the expectations of the world. By requiring that 
Germany shall use for purely economic purposes 
and not for armament the money which she would 
otherwise’ have to pay in reparations, France has 
interjected a principle in which lies the hope of 
eventually ridding an overburdened world of all the 
war debts. 

What is sauce for the goose is sauce for the gan- 
der. The French do not want the Germans to arm, 
and they therefore make disarmament a condition of 
the moratorium. The Post-Dispatch has pointed out 
time and again that by general extension of this prin- 
ciple the United States has, in the matter of the war 
debts, a means without parallel in history of bringing 
about disarmament. The Allied governments of Eu- 
rope owe the United States approximately $11,000,- 
000,000, borrowed from us during and after the World 
War. The chief objection to cancellation of these debts 
has never been the nfere right of the United States as 
a creditor. It has been widely recognized that it will 
cost us several times as much in trade to collect this 
huge sum. The prime objection to cancellation has 
been that the Allied nations would use the money

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ALIEN ~ REGISTRATION IN MICHIGAN. 
Foreigners, naturalized citizens and doubtless many 
native Americans may look forward to harassment 
and persecution in Michigan if that State’s alien regis- 
tration law becomes effective. Rushed quietly through 
the Legislature by a red-hunting lobbyist, the meas- 
ure has been stayed by a temporary injunction ob- 
tained by its opponents. A permanent writ now is 
under advisement by the Judges of the Federal dis- 
trict court at Detroit. Unless the permanent injunc- 
tion is obtained, or a later hearing voids the law 
as unconstitutional, Michigan will require the fol- 
lowing: All aliens must register, and those who can 
prove themselves rightfully in this country will re- 
ceive certificates of legal residence, after being ques- 
tioned, photographed and finger-printed. They must 
show these certificates whenever requested by an 
officer, and are subject to arrest if unable to do go. 
No alien illegally ‘1 this country may travel through 
Michigan, engage in’ business within ‘its borders or 
work there. Employers hiring aliens who have no 
certificates are subject to penalty. 
To enforce this law, Michigan will require an im- 
migration bureau and a myriad of border guards, in- 
spectors, undercover men and informers. Since the 
absence of the certificate will be considered sufficient 
evidence for putting a suspect in jail until his status’ 
is ascertained, many a naturalized or native-born 
citizen is likely to find himself behind the bars, on 
official suspicion or on a “frameup” by an acquaint- 
ance with a grudge. There inevitably will be raids 
and roundups, as in the notorious Palmer drive.

WOOD BLOCKS AND WASHINGTON BOULEVARD. t 
The rain of last week washed wood blocks out of 
the pavement on Washington boulevard as far south 
as Laclede. Try as it has to make this form of pave- 
ment stand up under modern traffic, the city has 


an ordinance under which Washington boulevard 
will be paved with asphalt some time this summer 
over the present wood block section from Jefferson 
avenue to the Grand boulevard cut-off.

Armament reduction will be even greater force for world stability than morato- 
rium, for nations spend far more on arms than on debts; huge armies create war 
peril; U. S. can lead way by cutting own forces, which have increased steadily;

LST what caused President Hoover to 
J change his mind so suddenly as to Ger- 

many, reparations and debts, we, being 
without the confidence of the White House, 
know not. But when realization came to 
him at last that Europe was, as the Nation, 
and higher and better authorities than our- 
selves, had for weeks been maintaining, on 
the verge of a terrific catastrophe, Presi- 
dent Hoover lost not a minute in acting and 
acting spontaneously and well. Late, of 
course, he was. It is yet to be shown how 
far a year’s postponement of European 
payments Will set the millions of unem- 
ployed in Europe and America to work, 
how far it will block the headlong plunge 
of the European Powers toward bankrupt- 
cy, anarchy and chaos. But necthing has 
happened to make us question that a mar- 
velous step toward the rehabilitation of 
Europe is now assured. 

The next immediate objective is the dis- 
armament conference at Geneva in 1932. 
There lies the next rampart to be taken by 
storm, for within it is one of the six or 
seven major causes of Europe's falling to 
its present low estate. The swollen arma- 
ments of Europe have contribited not one 
whit to its safety or peace. Each Govern- 
ment watches what the next is doing. Each 
Government demands more‘ships and gases, 
men and guns, tanks and planes; yes, so 
do even the happily disarmed uations. If 
this state of dread and unrest and incred- 
ible waste is not concluded, there can be 
but one end to it all—another holocaust.

If any man would deny this, let us point 
out the actual figures: Belgium’s debt pay- 
ments to the United States were but 2.01 
per cent of its budget for 1930-31, while 
for armaments it is expending 10.3 per cent. 
France paid only $44,350,000 in 1930-31, 
while its military and naval expenditures 
reached $432,000,000—2.24 per cent as 
against 21.9 per cent. Even in Great Brit- 
ain, only 4.2 per cent of its budget came to 
us, while military and naval expenditures 
took 14 per cont. In Italy the comparison 
is even more striking. Its payments to the 
United States are only .6 of 1 per cent 
of its entire budget, while more than one- 
quarter, 25.4 per cent, goes to preparations 
for mass murder. So in Rumania, so in 
Poland. 

Only in Germany is the proportion re- 
verred. Its military and naval expenditures 
—still much too high—constitute 11.6 per 
cent of the total, whereag for reparations 
and external war charges Germany is as- 
sessed no less than 22.04 per cent of its 
outgo. If the mere forgiving of these 
smaller sums for one year can thrill the 
whoie world, set every market to throbbing 
and specially cause to rejoice the nations 
of Europe, what would not be accom- 
plished if the insane waste of money for 
armaments were even cut in half? 
Fortunateiy, Mr Hoover has come mere 
than ever to see the tremendous opper- 
tunity to end this waste of treasure, this 
criminal diversion of valuable capital. He 
has not always seen clearly in this matter, 
nor striven toward the goal as effectively 
as possible. We dre not forgetting his re- 


peated. appeals to the nations to disarm, 
but we must recall, the wretched tactics

He has not correctiy portrayed in his 
public addresses the militury situation and 
policies of the United States. He has re- 
peatedly stated that we could not reduce 
our iand armaments because we had al- 
ready gore so far in that direction. He for- 
got his own presidential message of Dec. 
3. 1929, in which he said: “After 1914 the 
(our) various army contingents necessarily 
expanded until the end of the Great War 
and then proceeded to the low pojnt ‘in 
1924, when expansion again began. In 1914 
the officers and men in our regular forces, 
both army and navy, were about 164,000; 
in 1924 there were about 256,000, and in 
1929 there were about 250,000." In his 
next séntence he admitted that “our citi- 
zens’ army, however, including the National 
Guard and other forms of reserves, in- 
creases these totals up to about 299,000 in 
1914, about 672,000. in 1924 and about 
728,000 in 1929.” There has been no change 
since 1929 except in the direction of fur- 
ther increase. How could Mr. Hoover for- 
get facts like these—that our forces had 
beer increased from 299,000 to 728,000 and 
more—and dare to say to the visiting mem- 
bers of the International Chamber of Com- 
merce that our land armament has beéa 
“reduced more than all others’? 

But if this is a sorry example of loose 
presidential thinking, three recent happen- 
ings have given us hope that here, too, Mr. 
Hoover has seen a great lizht. In the first 
place, the President has announced that on 
his present trip to Europe Mr. Stimson will 
discuss the questicn of disarmament with 
the heads of other Governments. Next, Mr, 
Mimson’s publishing on June 15, voltuntar- 
ily,-a@ complete statement of our effective 
military @nd naval forces (without re- 
serves! is additional proof that the Gevrern. 
ment is ready to lay its cards on the table 
even now. Finally, and most important, 
there is the administration's recession on 
the matter of budgetary limitation of arms. 
At every conference hitherto, the United 
States has opposed the plan of reducing 
armaments by limiting military and naval 
expenditure. The sudden change of posi- 
tion of Washington gives ground for hope 
that this time the United States will enter 
the disarmament conference with a fixed 
policy and, what is more important, a spirit 
of determination te achieve conerete re- 
sults.

MOSCOW, July %8.—Woman's 
role is becoming increasingly im- 
portant in Soviet Russia's campaign 
for industrialization and agricultu- 
ral development. Because of the 
shortage of labor, which grows 
more acute as each additional stride 
is made toward fulfillment of the 


five-year plan, their services are 
required more ang more extensive- 
ly not only in various professions 
and clerical capacities but as actual 
manual laborers. 

In factories, in fields, in all forms 
of industrial and agricultural work, 
they labor side by side with the 
men, receiving the same pay and 
the same privileges for the same 
work. 

To encourage wider induction of 
women into the ranks of workers, 
the Government is making special 
efforts to provide facilities for re- 
lieving them of all domestic drudg- 
ery. Extensive measures have been 
taken for the care of children in 
day nurseries and kindergartens. 
Communal dining rooms are made 
available both to them and to their
